"Physicians tell us that

92 per cent of all deaths from com- 
municable disease, gain access to 
the body through the mouth and 
nose. It may be inferred that the 
same gateways are used by a sim- 
ilar percentage of the organisms 
which cause children's 'catching' 
illnesses, even those that do not 
often result in death.
